NEW YORK, N. Y., January 17.— While 
Walter J. Salmon has been giving close at- 
tention to his breeding plans he has not neg- 
lected 41s string of horses and a^ this time 
it is intended that Tjiomas J. TIcaley will 
train sixteen for him for the 1923 racing sea- 
son. The older horses in the string are Care- 
ful, and the three-year-olds Vigil, Mark 
Twain, Luminist and El Dorado. Then there 
are eleven two-year-olds. Of these four were 
purchased as weanlings in England by Mr. 
Salmon. They are two colts and two fillies 
and their development will be watched with 
interest. 

The colts are sons of Son-!n-I.a.w and 
Golden Sun, and the Golden Sun youngster 
will be the first of the get of that stallion 
to race on this side of the Atlantic. Golden 
Sun is the sire of Marshall Field’s Golden 
Corn, which was a sensational two-year-oM 
in England, though as a three-year-old she 
did not race up to her juvenile promise. 

Of the fillies one is a daughter of Hurry 
On, the sire of Captain Cuttle, winner of last 
year’s Epsom Derby. The other is a daugh- 
ter of Charles O’Malley. Altogether there 
are six colts in the two-year-old division and 
they, with one exception, are purchases. The 
other, a chestnut son of Jim Gaffney and 
Lady Brighton, was bred by Mr. Salmon.

SAN DIEGO, Cal.. January 17. — Carrying 
the blue and red colors to victory this after- 
noon in the feature race at three-quarters 
for A. C. Bostwick, the Maryland mare Ten 
Buttons, a daughter of Ten Point — Button- 
hole, joined the ranks of the western thor- 
oughbreds. for she was claimed out of this 
race by C. B. Irwin, Wyoming horseman, 
for a consideration of $5,000, this sum com- 
prising her entered price of $4,000 and the 
purse of $1,000. It was the greatest sum 
ever paid for a runner via the claiming 
route in the history of the Tijuana track. 

The field of this feature race was ex- 
tremely well behaved and was sent away 
with a trifling delay. Ten Buttons, with 
jockey Thomas in the saddle, began with 
the leaders, and soon had her head in front, 
from which position she refused to move 
! until the end was reached. She made all 
the pace and opened up a two-length lead 
at the turn for home, but she tired suddenly 
seventy yards out and jockey Thomas was 
required to ride her hard to hold off Settle, 
which was a contender throughout and which 
came with a great rush at the end. Settle 
carried the colors of Irwin and was the racing 
tool with which he claimed the winner. 
Catharine Marrone, after racing nearest to 
Ten Buttons until the last eighth, had noth- 
ing left to stall off the rapidly closing Mes- 
sines and thus lost third place. The latter 
was installed favorite, but did not take kindly 
to the running in the early stages. 

Ten Buttons is a nominee in the principal 
stakes for the meeting, including the $30,009 
Coffroth Handicap and the Tijuana Claiming 
Stakes, the latter being scheduled for de- 
cision next Sunday. There is a hint tonight 
that owner Irwin, who, by acquiring the mare, 
increased his string of thoroughbreds to 
twenty-four, will move on to the eastern 
tracks next summer. It is known that it 
is his desire to improve the quality of his 
stable and this is prompted by a desire to 
race in the East, it is said.

Famons Race Will Not Conflict 
With Preakness This Tear — 
Money Same as Last Year. 



LEIXINGTON, Ky., January 17. — The Ken- 
tucky Derby will be run on Saturday, May' 
19. Colonel Matt J. Winn of the Kentucky | 
Jockey Club made this announcement after 
the State Racing Commission meeting yes- 1 
terday. He also announced that the purses 
at Churchill Downs and Latonia would be ! 
the same as last year. The same stake races' 
will also be run, the Clark Handicap and ' 
one of the two-year-old fixtures being run j 
at Churchill Downs on the opening day. May : 
12. In changing the date of the Derby from | 
the first to the second Saturday of the meet- i 
ing the Kentucky Jockey Club offers horse- 1 
men who have entries in both the Preakness , 
and Derby an opportunity to start them in 
both races- if they so desire, as the Preak- | 
ness will be run on May 12. | 

The purses at Lexington w’ill be $800, w'ith | 
handicaps and stakes ranging from $1,500 
to $3,000 for the spring meeting. 

The purses at Ashland and Henderson 
(Dade Park) w’ill be the same as at Lexing- 
ton. 

The horsemen welcome the coming of 
.\shland and Dade Park into the circuit, since 
it a.ssures them occupation during July and 
August without having to go to Canada with |

Organization of Central Kentucky 
Citizens to Operate It as the 
Kentucky Association. 



LEXINGTON. Ky.. January 17.— Saying 
that he and former State Senator Thomas 
A. Combs, one of the leading citizens of Ken- 
tucky, have purchased the historic old Ken- 
tucky Association track from the Kentucky 
Jockey Club, and that the sale was ratified 
at the annual meeting of the stockholders in 
Louisville last Monday. Thomas C. Bradley, 
Mayor of Lexington, today stated that de- 
tails of organization will he worked out 
rapidly as possible and an annuncement of 
plans will be made shortly. 

That the track will be owned by an or- 
ganization of central Kentucky people to be 
known as the Kentucky Association (the 
name that has been an asset to racing since 
the original organization in 1826) is well 
understood. The personnel will be made 
known in due course. 

Senator Camden said that the Kentucky 
Jockey Club, of which he is president, w’as 
prompted to make the sale of the property 
to Messrs. Bradley and Combs because pri- 
marily the people of the blue grass, one of 
which he is, feel that there is a distinctive- 
ness and sentiment about the old Kentucky 
.Association plant that w’as submerged when 
it W’as taken into the Kentucky Jockey Club 
and. secondarily, because this plant, operated 
as it was under the Kentucky Jockey Club’s 
necessary proration of heavy overhead ex- 
pense, was not self-sustaining. 

It is understood to be a part of the Ken- 
tucky Association plan of operation to re- 
turn to the old system of having a paid pre- 
siding stew’ard and tw’o others unpaid to 
.serve by invittaion, as is the custom in Eng- 
land and other countries, and as was the 
custom in this country until a few years 
ago. The State Racing Commission, It is 
believed, will sanction this.

Blazing Fire made a runaway affair of 
the second, finding no trouble beating the 
favorite. Canny Lady, by a couple of lengths. 

Kentmere and Good Enough raced like a 
team the entire way in the third, and in the 
final drive Kentmere proved the gamer of 
the two and won by a head. Blaise, which 
finished third, showed plenty of speed when 
too late. 

AMERICAN LEGION EASILY. 

American Legion was an easy winner in 
the fourth. Brothers had him under re- 
.straint in the early stages and after follow- 
ing the leaders to the stretch turn assumed 
an easy lead and won easily from Twenty 
Seven. The pacemakers. Pittsburg and Fly- 
ing Orb, quit to a walk in the last sixteenth 
and . the latter pulled up lame. 

Six of the nine starters in the fifth fought 
it out gamely all through the homestretch. 
Fifty yards from the finish mark five of 
them were stretched across the track and 
in the last twenty yards Split Grass, which 
was on the inside, drew away and won by a 
length. The next five were noses and heads 
apart.

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Here and There 
on the Turf 

No Conflict This Year. 
Preakness and Derby as 
They Should Be. 

Kentucky’s Expanded Rac- 
ing Field. 

With the annouDcemeDt of the Kentucky 
racing dates by the Kentucky State Racing 
Commission there is one more big step made 
in preparation for 1923 racing. The allot- 
ment of the Ashland and Dade Park dates in 
July and August has made it possible to give 
the older associations virtually the same dates 
that were accorded last year, and they were 
the dates that were most desired. 

With the racing season opening at Lexington 
April 28 it is just one day earlier than in 
1922, but it was because of the fact that April 
28 this year is Saturday. With that meeting 
continuing until Wednesday, May 9, there are 
ten days of racing with two Saturdays. 

Churchill Downs, at Louisville, for the same 
reason, opens one day earlier when its meet- 
ing will begin Saturday, May 12, and it has 
the same number of days as last year — nine- 
teen. The meeting comes to an end Saturday, 
June 2. This gives that meeting four Satur- 
days and Decoration Day. 

Latonia also moves forward from June 6 to 
June 5 and, with twenty-nine days of racing, 
the meeting will come to an end July 7. This 
gives five Saturdays and the Fourth of July. 

Thus the old associations have just the rac- 
ing time that was accorded last year. 

Ashland has been awarded its dates from 
Tuesday, July 10, until Tuesday, July 31. This 
is nineteen days with three Saturdajrs. 

Dade Park follows with the same number 
of days, from August 4 until August 25, but 
with this allotment obtains four Saturdays. 

During the summer season there has here- 
tofore been no racing in Kentucky, so that the 
new racing associations have in no way en- 
croached on the old dates. In August it has 
been usual for the big Kentucky stables, as 
well as some of the smaller, to journey east 
to Saratoga Also it is usual that the Ken- 
tucky horses earn their full share of what is 
offered in that month. The result of racing 
being held in Kentucky for that period will 
keep some of these stables in their home state, 
but there will be plenty of them ship to New 
York for the stakes of the Saratoga Associa- 
tion. 

In this arrangement of the racing time the 
horsemen are afforded convenient shipping time 
from one track to another. Lexington closes 
on Wednesday and LouixviLe does not open 
until the following Saturday, giving Thursday 
and Friday as shipping time. Then between 
I^uisville and Latonia there is Monday and 
Tuesday on which to move the horses. Be- 
tween Latonia and Ashland there is one day, 
Monday. Then between Ashland and the open- 
ing of Dade Park there is a lapse of three 
days Wednesday, Thursday and Friday. 

The Kentucky Jockey Club is to be com 
mended on its decision to hold the running 
of the Kentucky Derby on May 19, the second 
Saturday of the Churchill Downs meeting. 



This is departing from the precedent of having 
the Derby an opening day feature, but it 
avoids a conflict with the running of the 
Preakness Stakes at Pimlico. The conflict of 
last year was greatly felt and there would 
have been the same conflict in 1923 had it not 
been for the graceful action of the Kentucky 
Jockey Club. 

The Maryland Jockey Club some time ago 
chose May 12 as the date for the running 
of the Preakness Stakes, but the Kentucky 
Derby has been so long an opening day fea- 
ture at Churchill Downs that setting the date 
back a week was breaking its precedent of 
having its Derby for an opening feature. It 
is also running the race later than has been 
the rule. 

The Kentucky Derby has been run as early 
as May 3. This was in 1909, when it was the 
opening day of the meeting. In 1907 it was 
run on May 6 and in 1908 on May 5. It has 
been the custom for the last dosen years to 
begin the Louisville meeting the second Satur- 
day in May, and that has fixed the Derby run- 
ning, but it always has been the opening day 
feature. As a matter of fact it is well that 
the Kentucky Derby should be run later thaji 
the Preakness Stakes and the decision to have 
it on May 19, a week later than the Hmlico 
race, will meet with the hearty approval of 
the horsemen. The Preakness Stakes is a 
race of a mile and an eighth, while the Derby 
is at a mile and a quarter. It is best that the 
shorter distance should come before the longer 
But what is of still greater importance is that 
the arrangement assures every chance for a| 
horse to run for both rich prises. Sir Barton | 
has both to his credit and this year there 
doubtless will be an attempt by several of the 
trainers to duplicate that record.

Of the races that were run on the flat in 
England in 1902 there were 516 for two-year- 
olds, of which 442 were run at distances 
under three-quarters, sixty-four of them three- 
quarters and over, but under a mile, and ten 
of them at a mile. In 1901 there were 508 
races for two-year-olds, and 497 in 1900. 

The $10,000 Flatbush Stakes, probably the 
'most important two-year-old stake to be run 
at the Sheepshead Bay autumn meeting, has 
a total of seventy-three nominations, nineteen 
more than last year, and the $10,000 Double 
Event has a total of 126, seven more than last 
year. The June Handicap nominations are 
increased from seventy-four to 114, forty more 
than last year. 

The list of nominations to the Coney Island 
Jockey Qub stakes shows that with the ex- 
ception of one or two two-year-old stakes, the 
entries to which were phenomenally large last 
year, all are greatly increased in number, the 
j total to the several events being 2,816, as 
I against 2,554 last year. The Great Trial of 
j $25,000 just falls one short of the showing of 
1 1902, numbering 144. To the Futurity of 
1 1905 there is a total of 1,161 nominations, 
thirty-three more than in 1902. 

While the majority of the Sheepshead Bay 
I stakes are increased in value by reason of the 
I big entry lists the notable feature to the rac- 
ing public is that fact that the Suburban 
I Handicap will probably be worth over $19,000. 

I When the amount of added money to the 
^Suburban was made $10,000 it w'as estimated 
I that the Suburban would approximate up to 
^$19,000 and may reach $19,500. Besides the 
^Suburban both the Brooklyn and Brighton

Not the 
least pleased in the big crowd with the suc- 
cess of this colt was “Tod” Sloan, former 
premier rider. The light blue and brown 
silks under which Spot Cash appeared re- 
minded Sloan of the heydey of his riding 
when he was under contract to the late W. 
C. Whitney, father of the present turfman, 
and whose colors were the same. Spot Cash 
a few days back had bowed in defeat to 
Delante, but it wa.s a different story yester- 
day afternoon in the seventh race at three- 
quarters of a mile. He met Delante and 
vanquished him, as he also did Jack Bauer, 
a Kentucky youngster which represented 
Colonel R. L. Baker of Lexington.
